REGULATE PICTURE SHOWS. 


New York Ordinance Bars Children 
From Places Where Perfumes Take 
the Place of Ventilation. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 23.--As a result 
of an investigation by Mayor Gaynor 
of the moving pucture shows in New 
York, a new system of municipa! regu- 
lation. has been recommended. The re- 
port of the Mayor's inspectors alleges 
that many of the 440 picture shows here 
are a menace to public health and 
safety. 

One of the discoveries of the investi- 
gation was that attendants in some 
places are provided with atomizers to 
spray perfume to allay foul odors. 
Many of the auditoriums had no means 
of ventilation except front doors. 

The new ordinance recommended will 
exactly define a motion picture show 
and provide for uniform licensing and 
supervision,;and for the enforcement 
of the State law prohibiting the ad- 
mission of children under 16 years old.
